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KUPAT HOLIM DIRECTOR: 
Will pay top doctors

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Kupat Holim is 
willing to pay its hospital depart- 
ment heads 50 per cent more than 
thelr reguiar salaries if they will 
refrain from receiving private pati- 
ents at the hospital, Asher Yadlin, 
Director-General of the sick fund, 
gaid yesterday. 

Mr. Yadlin ssid that about ten 
department heads, generally pro- 
fessors, had received permission to 
receive their private patients at 
Kupat Holim hospitals, using all 
the sick fund's facilities. “This per- 
mission was granted years ago, 
either to attract outstanding spe- 
claliats to our staff or to keep them 
on the stat,” he said. Most of 
them work at Beilingon Hospital, 


‘Be noted, however, that many of 
the one hundred remaining depart- 
ment heads, who had received no 
such permission, were also receiving 
private patients at the hospital and 
using hospital facilities.

It was not clear if the increment 
referred to by Mr. Yadlin appiled 
only to the 10 department heads 
who had received special permission 
te receive private patients at the 
hospitals or to the remaining 100 
as wel). 


Mr. Yadlin noted that many de- 
partment heads also receive private 
patients at their homes in the 
evening, recelving a fee for admit- 
ting the patient to hospital the 
next day, without him having to go 
through the normal Kupat Holim 
channels. 


Be said that while there was 
nothing wrong with Kupat Holim 
doctors receiving private patients 
at home, it was the doctor's duty 
to hospitalize any patient who re- 

it — with no special fee. 
He noted that many patients who 
paid private visits to the doctors 
concerned would have been hos- 
pitalized through the normal chan- 
nels without paying this “under- 
the-table” fee. 


‘Kupat Holim hospitals 


= not managed properly

TEL AVIV. — Although patients 
may receive excellent medical treat- 
ment in Kupat Holim hospitals — 


hospitals leaves much to be desired. 


This is the essence of a 205-page 
report, drawn up by the Histadrut 
Comptroller, of six Kupat Holim 
hospitals. This is the first time 
such a survey has been made; and 
it is the first of 2 series, Shlomo 
Stanger, the comptroller, notes. 

The reports deals with four large 
general hospitals with 2,190 beds, 
one psychiatric home with 217 beds 
and one hospital for the chronically 
ill with 202 beds. Not included are 
nine other hospitals, all smaller, 
with a total of 1,500 beds. Mr. 
Stenger says many of the short- 
comings have been or are being 
corrected. 


_ The report finds there is no clear- 
cut definition of authority and 
duties between Kupat Holim’s’ Cen- 
tral Committee sand the hospital's 
administration, ‘This, the survey 
shows, leads to confusion, often with 


the committee giving directives con- 
cerning affairs which are, or should 
be, strictly within the jurisdiction 
of the hospitals. This has a de- 
trimental effect on running these 
hospitals, the report states. 

Moreover, the report continues, 
eath hospital has a “medical di- 
rector’ and an “administrative 
director.” Because their duties aren't 
clearly defined, there is a lack of 
Sooperation as well as quarrels 
about prerogatives. 


According to the report, the con- 
fusion is further compounded by the 
absence of a chart of organization 
showing the chain of command down 
through the various departments 
and units, “Orders given by the 
administrators often are not fulfilled 
because they never reach the re- 
levant person," it is said. 


In general, the report describes 
the occupancy of the hospital beds 
as “reasonable,” although some de- 
partments within the hospitals were 
over-crowded while others were 
under-occupied. Moreover, different 
hospitals had different hospitaliza- 
tion programmes, with some keeping 
patients longer than others, the 
report shows,

CALLANISR, Isle of Lewis, Scot-
